ST. MALACHY’S PROPHECTES. 

The prophecies of St. Maol-Maodhog ©’ Mor-

It was during his visit to 
Pope Innocent II. that he is said to have seen 
his famous vision of Peter’schair.

He passed through France, 
where at Clairvaux he made the acquaiut- 
ance of St. Bernard, and, journeying 
ou through Piedmont, where be worked many 
miracles, he at length reached the Eternal City, 
after a pilgrimage of sixteen months. One 
evening—it was in the summer time—he sat on 
the brow of the Janicnlum and wept as he gazed 
on the city below. By and by he fell into adeep 
sleep, and his soul was filled with ecstasy. His 
Erin was first in bis thoughts, and a faithful 
gillie, or servant, who bad accompanied bim 
from Benchor, now Bangor, heard him thrice re- 
peat a stanza in Irish, of which the following is 
a travsiation: 

They sball come from the west on the ocean's crest, 

With stars their prows sdorning ; 

the thunder’s roar on the Mayo shore 

Shall announce my Erin's morning. 

America was then unknown, but this is now 
taken to be a prophecy of the arrival of the 
United States Navy at Newport, Westport, and 
Ballina, and of the deliverauce of ireland by 
proud invaders from New York.

— slate is very hard, and n could not have 

een very difficult, with suitably shaped pieces 
of slate, to cut away the soap-stone, leaving the 
proposed vessel solid, of course, bottom side 
up on the rock, Chipping under the projection 
thus formed, room was gained for the insertion 
ot a wedge, by means of which the half-com- 
pleted dish was split off of the ledge. It then 
remained to hollow out the inside, which 
to have been done by means of sharp stone 
When the spot was uncovered, a num- 
stone basins were lyi on the 
bed; others had been ‘begun avd not finished, 
while others still were just bloeked ont in the 
work. The stone axes used were nearly all 
such as would fit naturally to the hand. There 
were two great stone hammers apparently used 
for splitting off the proposed h, when the 
outside had been worked. One of these ham- 
mers would weigh nearly if not quite a bundred 
pounds. It appears to have been owed out 
ju the middle, so that a withe could be bound 
around it and used as a handle for swinging the 
great hammer. Upon noting the ledge more 
closety it was seen that the bed of soapstune 
had been cut away,—that is, lowered several 
feet below its original height,—and this, with 
the immense auantities of pulverized rock, now 
known to be the soap-stene chippings, that 
have been carte] away, shows some of the 
vast amount of work which has been done at 
this bed.

CROCODILE AND BALLOONIST. 
Mr. Summons Lyng made an ascent ina bal- 
loon at Calcutta on the 20th of January. He 
descended safely some miles from the city, after 
an exciting adventure with a crocodile, Owing 
to the density of the gas supplied for the bal- 
loon, Mr. Lynn did not deem ft advisable to 
take up with him Mr. L'Estraunge (Blondin), 
who was much disappointed in consequence. 
Tre balloon firat moved in the direction of Ball- 
ganj. but afterward shifted toward Dhappa and 
the Salt Lakes. Having passed over the east- 
ern boundary of Calcutta, Mr. Lynu found that 
at 4:40 o’clock ft was beginning to move 
rapidly toward Tiger Point, in the Sun- 
derbunds. He descended from his then 
altitude of 13,000 feet inte. the current 
which was blowing for a few moments 
from the southeast. In this current he couid 
not remain, and at 5 o’ciock a descent into the 
jungie seemed inevitabie. He at this timy ob- 
served that there was not a breath of wind over 
the surface of the jungle for 3,000 feet in height. 
Either he must come down at once or be enrel- 
oped in darkness, and have no chance of getting 
out of the jungie. Even with light the chance 
of being extricated seemed small. While slow- 
ly descending, and at an altitude of 10,000 feet, 
in an otherwise perfectly clear atmosphere, a 
vast plain of intense white toward the north 
was open to view. He could not form any con- 
ception as to the cause of this phenomenon, ex- 
cept that the rays from the settiag sun had 
come in contact with a cold blast from the 
snowy range in the Himalayas. He continued 
his descent, and very soon the phepomenon was 
lost, but although every moment’s delay in- 
creased the risk in landing, be could not resist 
the temptation of reascending totry and iathom 
this mystery, but did not succeed. At 3:15 
he was within 1,000 feet of terra firma, a rather 
inappropriate name for the locality. A huge 
crocodile was moving towards him with an im- 
ressive steadiness, and when he came down 
to the mud and rushes, which for miles arvund 
were over ten feet in height, be could see the 
monster’s head level with the bulrushes. For- 
tunately, there was enough ballast left to throw 
overboard just as the monster Was within fifty 
yards of the balloon, and this enabled Mr. Lynn 
to rise aboye the thick jungle to the of 
the grappling rope, about thirty feet. The 
story that the eannot turn rapidly 
was in this case disapproved, as this one ran 
round the grappling rope.

To-day has been set for the final con- 
sideration of the Silver bill in the Cabinet, 
and for the making-up of the President's 
mind on the question of a veto.

Not even the theatrical parade of figures in Sir 
Gamer Worse.erx’s paper in the Vineteenth 
Century, showing that 400,000 drilled men 
can be formed into line to-morrow by En- 
gland, will delay the signing of the peace 
treaty. The splurge pleases the Russopho- 
bists, and hurts nobody else. 

The utter failure of justice in desling 
with the guilty renderer® south of this 
city, who persist in loading every breeze 
from that quarter with perfectly ob- 
noxious stench, has now pushed the 
forbearance of the most patient citizens 
on earth entirely over the limits separating 
long-suffering from poltroonery. If, on one 
of these ineffably-stinking nights, an invin- 
cible host shall rock Halsted street in its 
angry march southward, and if, immediately 
thereafter, the renderers and their vile 
property shall be swept, hide, hair, 
and entrails, from the region they 
have so long polluted, it is morally certain 
that there is not going to be any very great 
stink raised in behalf of the pecuniary suf- 
ferers.

WILL THERE BE A VETO? 

The country has been long struggling un- 
der a serious depression of business, from 
which there has been no recovery. During 
these years there has been a regular decline 
in the values of all kinda, of property and a 
large increase in the purchasing value of 
money. To add to this trouble was the de- 
monetization of silver, and the enactment of 
the Resumption act providing for the pay- 
ment of all debts, public and private, in gold 
coin. This latter circumstance has largely 
aggravated the decline in the value of prop- 
erty, by rendering it morally certain that the 
great bulk of debts secured by land mort- 
gages would be increased heyond the value 
of the property. The excitement over the 
bill to remonetize silver has been engross- 
ing. It has aroused the country as it has 
not been aroused since the War. It has 
been discussed in every hamlet and in every 
cabin in the land. It was a question which 
appealed personally to the interests of every 
man and every family. It was a question 
which all could understand. Should the 
value of every man’s labor, and of the 
product of every man’s labor, and of the ac- 
cumulated savings of labor, be still further 
reduced, and the burden of every man’s 
debts be increased? Should every man have 
an addition of 20 to 40 per cent made to his 
debts, and a reduction of 20 to 40 per cent 
made in the value of his means of payment? 
On such an issue, so clearly defined and so 
easily understood, there was little room for 
difference of cpinion, and little difference 
as to the policy to be adopted; The remon- 
etization of silver might not wholly arrest 
the decline in the value of property, 
but it would arrest the extraordinary 
value given to gold because of its be- 
ing made the exclusive metallic money 
of this country, and proportionately of 
the world. The reduction of the volume of 
metallic money one-half, which would bethe 
result of the demonetization of silver, would 
give to the remaining gold an extraordinary 
value, compelling the United States to be- 
come a competitor in the markets of the 
world for gold, the supply of which is con- 
fessedly inadequate. On the other hand, 
the money-lenders have been unsparing in 
their efforts to maintain the exclusive gold 
currency, to advance the value of money, to 
reduce the value of property, and 
to give to gold a purchasing power 
that would amount to confiscation 
in all cases of mortgaged land. Over 
this contest between these opposing policies 
the country has been generally excited. The 
battle has been fought and won; despite all 
the influence and aid furnished by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, the gold faction has 
been defeated, and the Silver bill has been 
passed by more than a two-thirds vote in 
both Houses of Congress. That ought to 
have been the end of, the matter. Under 
the excitement and suspense incident to this 
contest, business has been largely paralyzed. 
The tide of bankruptcy which has accompa- 
nied the decline in the values of property 
has been accelerated by the suspension of 
trade and industry incident to the long sea- 
son of financial uncertainty. The country 
needs repose. The Silver bill having passed, 
business should be permitted to adjust itself 
promptly tothe new policy. Certainty is 
essential to any restoration. 

At this moment, the President, with a full 
knowledge of the popular as well as Con- 
gressional decision, and with a full knowl- 
edge that he cannot change, reverse, or de- 
feat the result, is now urged to interpose his 
veto, and plunge the country into a new 
ocean of excitement ; to reopen the floods 
of discussion, and give new provocation for 
schemes of currency ji 
narily would not be thought of or tolerated. 
Should there be a veto, the storm of popular 
indignation may find expression in a demand 
for legislation hostile to the National Banks. 
The auimosities that have been created will 
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again opening this discussion. He cannot 
change a vote in Congress, but he can give 
new vigor and intensity to the popular in- 
dignation which has been excited on this 
question. Does he propose to build up a 
Greenback party Which will sweep this 
country with its policy? If he, by his veto, 
could defeat the Silver bill, then 
an outraged, injured, and plundered 
people, taking the election of Congress into 
their own hands, would make, without the 
least difficulty, unlimited and irredeemable 
legal-tender greenbacks the exclusive cur- 
rency of the nation. Does the President 
desire, by a wanton expression of his con- 
tempt for the popular will, to encourage 
these extravagant currency schemes, and to 
extend the excitement begun on the silver 
question to other questions entirely distinct 
therefrom? We trust the President will not 
follow the insane advice of either the gold 
faction, led by Jar Got, or the irredeem- 
able-paper party, represented by Burien. 
Both demand a veto, and, if possible, the 
defeat of the bill, that there may be new 
excitements, new disturbances, and eventual 
prostration of credit and capital. Let us 
have submission to the Silver bill. Let us 
have peace.”

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 
Tun Tripune has frequently described the 
woful condition of American trade with 
Ouba and Porto Rico, and has ascribed the 
disadvantages of the United States in that 
case to the unjust discrimination of the 
Spanish Government in overtaxing American 
exports for its West India possessions. But 
this theory will not explain the deficiencies 
of our commerce with the States of Central 
and South America, which, by reason of ge- 
ographical proximity and natural affinities, 
should overbalance the commerce of all oth- 
er nations. The following table shows the 
approximate trade of the United States and 
Great Britain respectively with the Central 
and South American States for 1876:

Aggregating these statistics, it is found 
that Great Britain sells to the people of 
Central and South America nearly double as 
much as the United States sell them, not- 
withstanding our own natural advantages for 
gaining the entire trade. In this case the 
fault is entirely our own. The exports from 
Great Britain are mainly cotton goods, 
woolen goods, furniture, machinery, hard- 
ware, cutlery, implements, and that class of 
articles which the United States also manu- 
facture. But we are shut out from com- 
peting with Great Britain by the disabilities 
imposed on American manufacturers by the 
tariff. The Americans, under a tariff de- 
signed to keep foreign manufactures out of 
this country, are practically inhibited from 
manufacturing for export. The encourage- 
ment of home industry has resulted in 
narrowing that industry down to a 
home market. But, worse than this, the 
tariff has even had the effect of shutting off 
the direct export of peculiarly American 
products, which go to the South and Central 
American States by way of Great Britain. 
Our commercial navy having been swept 
from the ocean, and our manufacturers ex- 
cluded from competition, these neighboring 
States have established their trade perma- 
nently with Great Britain. What we buy 
from them we pay for in bills of exc 
on London. It is to London, therefore, that 
the people of Central and South America 
naturally go »even to buy their butter and 
cheese, and such articles as are originally 
exported from the United States. The 
pay for what these people have sold 
is in London, and there they use 
it to make such purchases as they want. 
In this course of things, the people 
of the United States lose at once the ad- 
vantages of direct barter,—the transporta- 
tion profit, the cost of exchange, and all the 
collateral advantages of a reciprocal trade. 
No expedients will serve to divert this course 
of trade until a change in our Tariff laws 
shall have removed the fundamental impedi- 
ment.

„Irn SILVER IS REMONETIZED. 
After silver is remonetized gold will fall to 


the level of silver, and remain there so long 
as the bullion value of silver shall not ex- 
ceed the value of gold. Some people will 
ask, How can this happen, as it would be 
utterly contrary to all the teachings and as- 
severations of the goldites for the past twelve 
months, and how 1s it possible that they can 
have been wholly mistaken ?” 

No matter about their delusive opinions, 
or their positive prognostications, the truth 
remains as stated, that gold will come down 
in this country to the legal-tender value of 
silver. Gold has already commenced mani- 
festing symptoms of such decline, in appre- 
hension that the bill is about becoming a 
law. 

Let us trace the operation of the Silver act 
a few steps. Dr. Lanpzrman will begin to 
strike off silver dollars at the mints before 
the middle of March, at the rate of $100,000 
per day; he has his designs already made, 
and they are said to be very beautiful. 
These coins will be issued by the Govern- 
ment in purchase of silver bullion (the first 
purchase of bullion will be made with green- 
backs), and immediately be sought after by 
importers everywhere. The importers need 


| from ten to twelve millions of coin per 


month, or nearly three times the amount of 
the silver coinage. The importers will pur- 
chase silver dollars, or silver certificates, in 
preference to gold, if they can save even less 
than one-tenth per cent on the dollar. The 
demand for gold will thus decline from the 
instant the coingge of silver begins. Mer- 
chants will insist on a better price for 
greenbacks from the brokers in exchange 
for gold. If the latter refuse they may keep 
their gold; but idle gold earns nothing and 
costs something to take care of it. The in- 
evitable effect will be that the gold premium 
on greenbacks will melt away to one per 
cent, to a half, to a quarter, to @ tenth, and 
finally vanish—if the Resumption law re- 
mains in force. Silver cannot 
in the nature of things be of less value than 
greenbacks. Their legal-tender quality insures 
that result at least. At first, silver will rank 
greenbacks in value a little, because the im- 
porters from the very outset will give almost 
as much therefor as fer gold; but the gold 
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of the remonetization of silver. 
All over the United States there will be a 


popular demand for the re-established an- 


cient dollar, and the importers will have to 


hands upon them. The moment they fail to 
bid a little above the value of greenbacks, 
the popular attraction will draw the new 
dollar out among the people, who will be 
disposed to hang on to them. As the pre- 
mium declines over the holders 
of gold will feel less and less like speculating 
for a rise in gold, and hoarding it with that 
view. Gold will have no advantage over 
under the Axzison bill, silver coin may be 
deposited in the Federal Sub-Treasuries and 
silver certificates be issued therefor.

These silver certificates will 
freely as $10, $20, $50, and $100 bills now 
do. They will cost no more to handle or 
remit than do greenbacks. Their issue de- 
stroys at one blow all the objections urged 
against silver money on the score of weight, 
bulk, and unhandiness. They will be re- 
ceived at the Custom-House for duties on a 
par with gold. They will practically be 
legal-tenders, for no man will ever think of 
refusing them and demanding silver coin in- 
stead thereof. 

But it is contended by the goldites that, 
after a while, when silver becomes plenty 
and the country is saturated with it, it will 
then decline in value, and fall into a dis- 
count, How can that be? and how long 
will it require? They say that gold will not 
stay in this country. If that be so, it will 
take so much more silver to fill its place. 
France floats more than 300 millions of silver 
five-franc pieces, and twice that quantity of 
gold, and four or five hundred millions of 
paper besides. If our mints can turn out a 
steady stream of silver dollars at the rate of 
50,000,000 a year, it will consume siz years 
to equal the silver legal-tender in Frange, 
and at that time we shall have over 50 mill- 
lions of inhabitants against 37 millions in 
France. It would require nine years, at 100 
millions a year, to give us as much metallic 
money as that country now possesses, The 
production of silver bullion by the mines of 
the United States, as estimated by the Di- 
rector of the Mint and the Bankers’ Maga- 
sine, for several years, is as follows: 


The production of silver appears to have 
reached its highest in 1876. The maximum 
coinage by the Auuison bill is $48,000,000 a 
year, which exceeds last year’s silver pro- 
duction by more than $9,000,000. There 
were 9,162,000 of trade dollars struck off 
last year for exportation to China to pay for 
tea. It will be seen that our mines are not 
producing enough within twenty millions a 
year of silver to satisfy the Chinese trade 
and the maximum coinage required by the 
Amos bill. So that we shall have to take 
about $20,000,000 of Germany's surplus 
silver to make up the deficit per annum. 
How much of this silver do the goldites pre- 


tend to say we shall be able to get at the rate 


of 91 cents per dollar? We shal not get an 
ounce of it atany such cost. The price of 
silver bullion has already begun to advance 
in London, and it will approximate rapidly 
to the level of gold under the influence of 
the American absorption of the metal for 
monetary uses. The ‘‘ 91-cent silver dollar” 
is a figment of knavish brains who want to 
curse the country with a dear, scarce cur- 
rency in order that their mortgages and bonds 
may continually enhance in value at the ex- 
pense of the industrial classes; they want 
five pecks for a bushel.

THE ASSAULT UPON THE ARMY. 
The New York Tribune prints a statement 


from a prominent Washington lawyer, with 
regard to the proposition of the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs to cut down the 
army, that presents the matter in a some- 
what new shape. The substance of his 
statement is that the Committee propose to 
cut down the rank and file to 20,000 men, 
consolidating them into fifteen regiments of 


‘ nfantry of eight companies each, five regi- 


ments of cavalry, and three of artillery, which 
would give 100 men to each company—the 
maxunum in time of war. They then pro- 
pose to muster out of service 561 officers of 
the disbanded regiments aud a large number 
of staff-officers. The contemplated action of 
the Committee has roused hopes in the breasts 
of the Confederate officers who resigned their 
positions in the army in 1861 to enter the 
Confederate service, that they may have an 
opportunity to get back into the army which 
they deserted, and in full rank. Two ob- 
stacles, however, have stood in their way, 
the first being that if they secured reappoint- 
ments they would have to enter as Second 
Lieutenants; and the second, that the exist- 
ing laws forbid their entering either the army or 
navy. The latter obstacle, however, would 
be avoided by a provision in the present bill 
removing the disability. Having secured 
this, they would then wait for the first In- 
dian war or domestic riot to get an inerease 
of the army and secure their old appoint- 
ments. Having obtained their commissions 
and got back into the army, they would then 
clamor for back-pay. 

That this correspondent is not altogether 
amiss in his conjectures is shown by the 
steady and determined pressure at work in 
Washington to break down the army and cut 
off,the Northern officers, espec ally those 
who were the most zealous and useful in 
compelling the South to return to its al- 
legiance, and it is not at all improbable that 
he has correctly stated the ulterior object in 
view, namely: to make a place for the 
Southern Brigadiers. There are undoubted- 
ly some changes that might be made in the 
army with profit to the service, but those 
changes do not pertain to the rank and file 
so much as to the cost of maintaining it. 
The disproportion between officers and men 
might be remedied, and there are uadoubt- 
edly extravagances of mkintenance that might 
be stopped, thus materially reducing the 
expense. All this could be accomplished, 
however, without crippling the army. It is 
not to be expected that the Southern Briga- 


diers, in Congress or out of it, have any love 


for the men who fought against and defeated 
them, or that Democrats in general have any 
special affection for a blue coat, except when 
their own lives or property are endangered, 
upon which occasions their clamor for troops 
is loud and persistent, as was the case in the 
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wholly efface its memories or to create an in- 
difference with regard to the strength of the 
army. If the sentiment of the Northern 
people could make itself heard on the floor 
of Congress, it would dictate a moderate in- 
crease of the rank and file, which would 
furnish work for unemployed officers rather 
than a decrease. We do not needa great 
standing army, but we do need a force suf- 
ficient to meet such emergencies as may 
arise any day in our Indian and Mexican re- 
lations, or in such attempts as were made 
last summer by riotous mobs in our large 
cities. Had there been an army of even 
moderate strength in existence last summer, 
those riots would never have taken place, 
and Democratic Governors would have been 
spared the mortification of bawling so lustily 
for troops to put down an uprising of the 
mob, against which, with all the resources of 
their States, they were as powerless as 
children. A single company of regulars 
in Pittsburg, Buffalo, Wheeling, Indianapolis, 
Chicago and St. Louis would have quelled 
the riots in twenty-four hours and saved 
millions of property. If it be necessary to 
cripple the army to conciliate the Southern 
Brigadiers, then it would be better and 
wiser to let them go unconcihated. The 
North has been sufficiently magnanimous. 
The Government. has punished no one. 
Every request made by the South of a rea- 
sonable nature bas been conceded, and, if 
the Government has erred at all, it has erred 
on the side of leniency. When the South 
attempts to lay its hands on the army to im- 
pair its eficiency, or to manipulate it in any 
manner so as to restore Southern officers to 
the commands they deserted, it is time to 
ery hands off. The South will get into the 
army sufficiently soon through the legitimate 
channels of West Point. Until that time, 
let the rank and file of the army alone. 


“CREATED MONEY.” 

The Toledo Convention, after christening 
itself “‘The National Party,” hewed out 
some singular planks for its platform. In 
the first resolution it is declared to be the 
exclusive function of the General Govern- 
ment to ecin and create money, and regulate 
its value.” , 

No provision of the Constitution was cited 
by any of the speakers which conferred the 
power on the General Government to ‘‘cre- 
ate money.” The Constitution authorizes 
Congress to borrow money on the credit 
of the United States, and to coin money 
and regulate the value thereof and of foreign 
coins.” A coin is a piece of metal of a certaia 
weight and fineness, on which certain char- 
acters are stamped, making it legal money ; 
and coinage is the act or art of coining 
or stamping precious metals; and money is 
stamped metal used as the medium of 
commerce. But the rag-babyites don’t stop 
with “ coining money.” They resolve that 
the Government shall ‘‘ create money.” To 
create is to form something out of nothing, — 
to give existence to what had none before. 
The idea ic, to take a piece of paper and 
print on it words declaring it to be ‘‘dol- 
lars, — not a promise to pay dollars, but dol- 
lars themselves,—this to be done by the 
almighty fiat of the General Government, in- 
dependently of constitutional sanction or au- 


thority, for it is not pretended that the Con- | 


stitution confers on Congress and the Presi- 
dent the power to create money out of 
some valueless substance. It is proposed 
by these Innatics that Congress shall print 
the words This is $1,000” ona slip of greer- 
colored paper worth ten cents a quire, and 
force citizen A to receive it in full pay- 
ment from citizen B, to whom he 
sold his house or farm! Daless Con- 
gress shall proceed one step farther, 
and enact, with penalties attached, that A 
shall sell his goods and chattels, houses and 
lands, to B, or to whoever wishes to buy 
them, and take his pay in this “ created 
money,” the possession of reams and cords 
of it will not enrich B, or add anything to 
his material well-being. Unless people can be 
forced by Congress to sell their property for 
the non-promise, ‘‘ created money,” it will 
not be worth as much to the holder as Con- 
federate scrip was to the defenders of the 
Lost Cause.” It will constitute no basis of 
credit to B, for nobody will trust him for a 
dime, or allow him to go in debt for the 
amount of a brass farthing, except upon a 
written agreement to pay for what he buys 
in coin or its equivalent in value. Those 
simpletons of Toledo appear never 
to have theught of that It did 
not occur to them that every 
banker and money-lender in the United 
States would make all their notes payable in 
coin, principal and interest.

Canon Lipo, one of the most eminent 
men in the Church of England and a very de- 
cided High-Churchman, has written a letter 
upon the English war craze which states a great 
deal of truth in a nutshell. In his letter he 
charges the Church with having been less loyal 
to the cause of truth and mighteousncss than 
the Dissenters. He points out that eighteen 
montas ago the English had a splendid oppor- 
tunity of freeing the Christian subjects of Tur- 
key from oppression without shedding a drop 
of blood, and at the same time of erecting bar- 
riers against Russian ambition in the Danubian 
provinces (where, id reality, Russia has little or 
no ambition). Instead of this, says the 
Canon, we have handed over to Russia the 
task of freeing them at a vast cost of blood and 
treasure, and now ft seems we are going to fight 
her, out of sheer jealousy at the compieteness 
of her success. The absurdity of England’s 


| position has never been stated more elearly, al- 


though the Canon’s apprehensions as to war may 
not be realized. England has done nothing to- 
wards helping the Sclavic Christians, has done 
nothing towards helping Turkey, and, with all 
her bluster, apparently can do nothing to help 
herself. Her greatest achievement thus far bas 
been the smashing of Mr. GLapstonsg’s win- 
dows, involving that good man in some extra 
expense for glass and putty. 


Dr. OW WINDrLL Horus sent two son- 
nets and a letter to the late dinner of the How- 
ard Club in New York. The drift of his argu- 
ment—if the sonnets can be said to have an ar- 
gument—was that the college authorities in 
1700 made a great mistake in changing the mot- 
to of the seal from Veritas to Christo et 
Ecclesix.” This important discovery ought to 
be worth an answer in the New-Englander. It 
would be easy to prove, for instance, that, what- 
ever the motto of the college may be, it has dis- 
regarded it and contradicted it with noble in- 
consistency. It has been so far from respecting 
Christ and His Church that it has been suspect- 
ed of wanting a true orthodox backbone, and 
has been called, by some zealous churchmen, ‘‘a 
Unitarian College,” which it is not. 


The Rev. Rom Lairp Colin, formerly 
of this city, preached a sermon last Sunday, fn 
Boston, upon Christianity and the Modern 
Drama,” in Which, while advocating the rignt 
and duty of newspapers to print criticisms of 
the drama, be took the somewhat surprising 
position that criticism should be left in the 
hands of no reporter or dramatic critic ‘“* whose 
moral sense is not attuned to the highest ideal 
of Christian teaching and propriety.” Mr. Co- 
1zR’s argument, when given a personal appli- 
cation, would destroy itself, for, although the 
reverend gentleman’s moral sense may be at- 
tuned to the highest Christian teaching, he is 
one of the worst possible of dramatic critics. 


Much capital has been made in England and 
elsewhere against Russia by charging her with 
unjust and cruel treatment of the Jews. The 
injustice of this charge appears when it is con- 
sidered that the Czar has recently permitted 
non-Russian Jewish traders to become merchants 
of the first cuild,—a dignity hitherto enjoyed 
oniy by natives of Russia. The concession made 
by the Czar may have a leaning toward the 
money-bags, but it none the less shows a toler- 
ant spirit on his part, and indicates that the 
condition of the Jew in Ruasia is not as forlorn 
as the Turkophiles picture it. The concession 
is one for which Jews everywhere will be grate- 
ful.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND WA- 
BASH ROUTE. 

Next Sunday the St. Louis trains of the Lili- 
pois Central will begin to run over the new 
route by way of Tolono and the Wabash Rail- 
road. The new time-tables have just been fin- 
ished, and they reveal the fact that some unu- 
suai fast runniog will be done, and that better 
time will be made than on the Alton even. The 
time over the new route will be two hours less 
than over the old route via Effingham. 

The trains leave Chicago at 8:15 a. m. and 10 
p. m., and arrive in St. Louis at 8:30 p. m. and 
8:30 a.m. Leave St. Louis at 7:10 a. m. and 
6:40 p. m., and arrive in Chicago at 6:15 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. 

There is considerable speculation as to the 
causes which brought about the new alliance be- 
tween the [Illinois Central and Wabash roads. 
It is considered strange that the Illinois Cen- 
tral should have disrupted its relations with the 
Vandalia, which were supposed to be amicable, 
so suddenly. The secret of the matter is this: 
Both the Wabash and Illinois Central were re- 
fused admission to the Missouri Kiver 4 
though they had been doing a good business 
before the formation of the combination. Their 
claims for recognition were not heeded, on the 
ground tbat they were not direct routes. As 
all their efforts to secure ashare of that business 
failed, they decided to join hands ana estab- 
lish a route that was equal to any of those in the 
combination, and punish the latter for their 
avarice. But besides this, the formation of the 
new line gave the Wabash an excellent outlet to 

; which it has been trying to secure for 
many years. The Illinois Central would have 
made the arrangement much sooner with the 
. Wabash, which had made overtures in this di- 
rection several times before, but it was rcluct- 
ant to go into active competition with the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy on the Quincy and 
Hannibal business. But about two years ago 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy purchased 
the Rockford, Rock Isiand & St. Louis and es- 
tablished a newroute to St. Louis. This line 
has been actively competing, during the last 
year, for the freight business from St. is, 
and, it is stated, has secured a large proportion 
of that trade, much to the detriment 
of the Illinois Central and  Chica- 
go & Alton. By joinin with the 
Wabash, the Illinois Central will be able to 
strike back at the Chicago, Burlington & a gm 
by competing for the Quincy and Hanibal busi- 
ness, of which the latter has had a monopoly 
thus far. As the Chicago & Alton bas suffered 
to the same extent as the Illinois Central from 
the competition of the Burlington for the St. 
Louis business, it looked rather faverably upon 
the new arrangement which established a com- 
peting line to Quincy and Hanibal which could 

unish the Burlington for competing for the 

t. Louis business, though the Illinois Central 
secured a better Si. Louis line at the same time. 

That there will be a lively fight between the 
Wabash and Illinois Central, on the one side, 
and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, on the 
other, there can be no doubt, for ever move the 
latter makes 1n regard to the St. Louis business 
the former will resent by another move on the 
Quincy and Hanibal business.

It appears that after all Mr. R. 8. Stephens, 
General Superintendent of the Hannibal & St.

MICHIGAN MILLERS. 


Their Annual Convention at Grand Rapids. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Granp Raprps, Mich., Feb. 27.—The annual 
Convention of the State Millers’ Association be- 
gan here to-day. Nearly fifty of the most 
prominent millers in the State, including Presi- 
dent J. D. Hayes, of Detroit, are present. The 
forenoon session was spent in discussing the 
use of the rollers of fron or porcelain for crusb- 
ing wheat to enlarge the quality of flour from 
a given amount of wheat. The annual reports 
of the Secratary and the Treasurer were very 
satisfactory. The workings of the Millers’ 
National Insurance Association were reported, 
and the Association congratulated it upon its suc- 
cess, and upon the fact that Jacob Barnes, of this 
city, is President. An effort will be made to get 
an act through the Legislature permitting u 
State Millers’ Insurance Company to organize 
in Michigan. A full report was made on the 
subject of the suits brought by the American 
Purifier Company against members of the 
National Millers’ Association, showing the 
standing of the cases now, the prospects of new 
evidence if further suits are brought, etc. The 
members are all determined to fight against the 
royalty on the purifying process, and this Asso- 
ciation will cheerfully pay its share 
of the expenses of the suits now nd- 
ing. An effort by personal solicitation will 
be made to get all the millers in the State to 
join the Association. The Association decided 
that millers ought to combine in putting their 
flour on the market, to the end tiat prices 
should be held up to afford a reasonable profit. 
The subjects of insurance and commissions 

d brokers in Eastern cities were discussed at 
ength. Most of the millers will insure as 
much as possible in the Millers’ Mutual Com- 
panies, and they are not disvosed to pay such 
commissions to put their flour on the market in 
the East as they have.

A CALIFORNIA TRAGEDY. 
Inyo (Cl.) Independent, Feb. 14. 

During the night of Sunday last and the 
Monday morning following, our neighboring 
town of Lone Pine was the scene of as bloody 
work as ever starticd a country or community 
—six mangled corpses, including that of 
Thomas Passmore, the Sheriff of Inyo County. 
Long noted throughout this interior county as 
the habitual resort of a most murderous gang 
of cut-throats and law-breakers, the large house 
and saloon of Frank Dabeeny,—a Portuguese, — 
situated on the corner of a block in the south- 
erp portion of the town, was the central figure 
in the events bere recorded. About 9 o’clock 
in the evening Gumesindo Palacio, the barkeeper, 
and nephew of the — lollowiug his 
fiendish instincts, and committing his second 
cold-blooded murder, went to a small cabin in 
the rear of the establishment mentioned, called 
from the door a. Indian known as Dick, 
and ‘ deliverately shot him dead, without the 
slightest “provocation. The Indian nad for 
years been employed by citizens, was harmless 
and weil thought of. As the word spread 
through town a strong party of citizens pro- 
ceeded to the place for the purpose of taking 
the murderer into custody. They found the 
house locked and admittance retused. After 
some varicy and threats trom the inside, some 
one proposed cending for Sheriff Passmore, 
upon whose demand it was thought the door 
would be opened. The town has for a long 
time been without a police officer authorized to 
make arrests, and it was but accidental that the 
Sheriff was then in towu; perhaps nis presence 
bad not been thought of before, but in any 
event he was awakened, ani immediately joine | 
the crowd of citizens. Hegdemanded admission, 
stating that he wanted to arrest Palacio. He 
was refused in vile and insult terms. Right 
here, knowing the dangerous e ter of the 
wretched inmates, smore’s utter fearlessness 
should have given way to reasonable caution, 
but fate had otherwise ordained. Twice forcing 
in the door, the officer im the final effort re- 
ceived a builet in the breast. Statements differ 
as to whether one or three shots were tired from 
within. We believe that there were two, by 
Dabeeny and Palacio. The deceased received 
one bullet throuch or just below the heart aud 
one through the left forefinger. The door 
was instantly closed and braced; Pass- 
more stepped back, handed his pistol 
to one of those present, and fell dead at 
the corner of the sidewalk. A wild excitement 
resulted. The crowd of citizens before bent 
only upon lawful proceedings became an intu- 
riated mob. The house was surrounded andthe 
various windows and doors riddied with lead. 
It was a quarter of an hour defore the body of 
Passmore could be picked up. Time had worn 
on to 10 o’clock when this occurred. In an hour 
later Dabeeny had attempted to escape from 
the building by the rear. but was overtaken, 
knocked down, and gaptured. He was led across 
the street, but again toward the house; on the 
way back he was taten from those in charge 
mee shot to death. Palacio attempted to 


leave the house some later, on 
a rapid run across the street, the 
result deine a dozen bullet-holes 
through his worthless carcass. Five other in- 
mates of the house—Kustagio Santoyo, Carios 
Ferman, Manuel Lobos, Navarro Robles, and 
Joaquin Brazil—had been allowed to come out 
avd surrender. A terrible fate awaited tac two 
former, as will be related further on, but the 
three last named, being deemed innocent and 
of previous good character, were only held 
for examination as witnesses. Messengers had 
been dispatched to Independence, and as soon 
as possible Under-Sneriff Gregg, Coroner Blair, 
and a large ‘ory al 8 and exasperated 
citizens reached ne. Early in the morn- 
ing Eustagio Santovo aud Carlos Ferman bad 
read and translated to them a notice to leave 
the place in ten minutes. The first 
named had received a wound across the neck 
during the night,—against whom there seems 
to be no definite charge of previous crime; the 
second one had killed a drucken Indian some 
two years acoat this same Dabeeny den of 
murderers; it is also stated for a fact that he 
had fired the pistol which killed George Eames 
in the memorable fight at the same house when 
a Mexican known as Poncho“ got his quietus, 
and Jack Allison was wounded. About 10 
o’clock in the day a gentleman coming up from 
Olanche reported the discovery of two dead 
bodies lying in the sage-brush some four miles 
below town. The Corner’s jury ee 
identified the bullct-riddled carcasses as t 
Carlos Ferman and Eustagio Santoyo. We at- 
tempt no description of the scene where the 
corpses were lying, all save that of the Sheriff 
— Indian being disfigured almost past recog- 
nition. 


TRAIN-WRECKING CONSPIRICY.

Orrawa, III., Feb. 27.—A bold attempt at 
train-wreckiug was accidentally discovered and 
prevented last night by William Furlough. a 
cigar-maker of this city. Tue gentleman had 
been out hunting during the day, and, when 
returning home and about three miles west of 
the station, he heard voices in a crevice in the 
rocky bluff which lies on the north side of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad track, 
along which he was walking. He stopped and 
listened, and heard a plot to “ditch” the Peru 
accommodation train at that point when it pass- 
ed. The further conspiracy was, that this 
should be but a feint to draw the 
public attention, while another gang 
would wreck one of the _ night-ex- 
press trains near Seneca. Furlough’s position 
was such that to move would attract the vil- 
lains’ attention. While considering the best 
course to pursue, a freight-train passed, and 
his presence was revealed by the headlight. 
When the train had passed the persons in the 
ruck (three in pumber) stepped out and shot at 
Mr. F. One of the shots struck his watch, 
which was completely ruined: the others passed 
over his head. He raised his 22 and fired in 
return, with unknown effect, He then hastened 
to the station and gave the warning. Caution- 
ary orders were issued, but no attempt by the 
wreckers to carry out their plan was made. 
Mr. Furlough is a man of veracity, and is fully 
believed in bis statements, while the condition

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


Letter trom Thurlow Weed—Passage of the 
Bill—If It Becomes a Law Resumption 
Will Ge Easy-—Economy in Our Way of 
Life—‘A Nation of Idlers and Spend- 
thriftse"”—Silver When Remonetized Will 
Rise te Par. 

New Tonk. Feb. 24, 1878.—To the dior of 
the New York Tribune—Stm: Asan early and 
earnest advocate of silver, I rejoice in the pass- 
age of a Silver bill through both Houses of 
Congress by majorities which give assurance of 
ultimate success. If the measure be not in all 
respects what it ought to have been, the fault 
and responsibility belong to its opponents. The 
gold advocates in and out of Congress were 
blindly and bitterly hostile to silver in any and 
every form. It was in their power from the 
beginning to make a silver dollar worth just as 
much as a gold dollar. But the bankers of the 
United States in convention, while reluctantly 
conceding subsidiary silver to what they stig- 
matize as a popular “ prejudice,” deliberately 
rejected silver as legal standard money. Tuiat 
raid upon money “current with the mercharts 
since the days of Abraham was sustained with 
two or three exceptions by New York Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, and with one exception 
by the united daily journals of this city. In 
the warfare aguinst silver, differences of opinion 
were not tolerated. Its advocates were de- 
nounced as redudlators and “ swindlers ”’ 
who desired to dishonor their country by paying 
its honest debts in dishonest monev.” We 
were he!d responsible for the depreciation of the 
silver dullar from 100 to 92 cents, while every 
one who takes the trouble to taink know» that 
the 8 percent depreciation was occasioned by 
the act of 1873-74, of which modern Shylocks 
took advantage. Intrinsicaliy, there is no differ- 
ence in the value of the silver dollers coined 
before and atter 1873. And yet, while the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury receives the former as a 
legal-tender, the latter is rejected for postages. 
Now, as the difference in value between the 
silver dollar of 1878 and 1876 was occasioned by 
the demonetization of the latter, we demand its 
remonetization, so that the country and the 
people may have the benefit of both 
standards in effecting resumption and 
restoring prosperity. I dave urged, as 
often as I have been permitted the use of your 
columns, iu language as clear and explicit as I 
was able to express my wishes, that the silver 
dollar should be made equal in value to the gold 
dollar, so that both, being interchangeable, 
might become, as unt 1873 they had had been. 
legai-tenders. I recall these things now, not to 
recriminate, but that verchance they may be 
remembered in the future. If the wisdom or 
the common sense which, so far, has de- 
nied to the gold advocates, now comes to their 
aid, there is reason to hope that much future 
evil may be averted. Beside the strong 
conviction on my mind that silver had 
been unwisely demonetized, I had other, 
and, as I believed, vitally important reasons 
for urging as 1 have done for the last two years 
its remonetization. I saw both the danger and 
the strength of the inflation movement. ! 
hoped and believed that what could not be suc- 
cessfully resisted by a direct issue might be ac- 
complished by a flank movement. in other 
words, I believed that the silver question would 
take the wina out of the sails of the inflation- 
ists, and tne result vindicates my anticipation. 
I had a friendly interchange of views, in 1876, 
with the venerable Peter Cooper, who differed 
with me only in believing that the country 
needed an expansion of the greenback currency. 
And this offers a fitting occasion to express my 
high sense of the public and private virtues 
which adorn the character of that eminently 


man. 
My second objectin urging the remonetiza- 
tion was in the utilization of a providential glit 
to render resumption easy, permanent, and pa- 
ternal by adding 50 per cent to our specie basis. 
The prompt avowalof the Secretary of the 
Treasury that he will, when the Silver bill be- 
comes a law, faithfully and fairly execute its 
provisions, according to their letter and intent, 
not only confirms my carly confidence in the in- 
telligence and integrity with which ne discharges 
public duties, but relieves all anxiety in regard 
to the beneficial effects of the law. Already, 
gold-panic makers in New York and London, who 
predicted and threatened bankruptcy and ruin 
to individuals and institutions, are dismayed 
in being confronted with the fact that the pre- 
mium on gold goes down while that on Govern- 
ment bonds goes up! My anxiety, however, in 
regard to the future course of things at Wasb- 
ington is still great. A return to the prosper- 
ous condition the country enjoyed before the 
Rebellion can only be ho or by a resump- 
tion of specie payments. That auspicious re- 
sult can be accom in 1879, if all good 
citizens unite in the effort. Indeed, if we are 
ail united it will require no effort. Prosperity 
will return gradually. We ought not to expect 
impossibilities. We cannot immediately sur- 
mount serious obstacles. The depression 80 
largely felt here extends to other coun- 
tries. If, like France, our Gor- 
ernment bad wise and our 
people industrious and frugal, we should have 
already been as prosperous and happy as that 
greatly ſavored nation. In view of what we 
have suffered, are suffering, and what we may 
be called upon to suffer, I tnink it best to look 
some ugly facts in the face. So far as be 
results are concerned, we have been without a

PRIZE-FIGHT. 


A Very Bitter Contest Almost Under the 
Shadow of Fly mouth Church. 
New York Worid, Feb. 26. 

Last evening, within six blocks of Plymouth 
Churcb, in Brooklyn, there was a rattling prize- 
fight. The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher had prob- 
ably not gone to bis rest when the fighters were 
ready for the contest. The place was a well- 
known stable, and the proprietor of the estab- 
lishment admitted all those who paid $10 for a 
ticket. The reporterof the World was permit- 
ted to enter after depositing the required 
sum in the hands of a very savage 
young map. Seated in buggies, coaches, phac- 
tons, and trucks were many well-known 


merchants, lawyers, brokers, and others who 
live in New York and Brooklyn. There was a 
cleared space for the fighters, and the owner of 
the stable covered the windows with heavy 
blankets. He was much aritated when he saw 
the pugilists and their fends, and he sought 
consolation ip a pipe. . a 

At five minutes past 10 the stable was crowd- 
ed, and the spectators spoke in whispers. Stal- 
wart police-officers were outside, but they, of 
course, knew nothing of what was about to 
transpire within. George McCarthy was the 
master of ceremonies. He secured the 
receipts and held the money in trust 
for the winner of the @ght. Jack 
Moore, weighiog 160 pounds, was matched 
against George Tyson, otherwise known as Me- 
Laughlin, who weighs 118 pounds. It seemed 
to be thorougaly understood that it Was to be a 
desperate encounter. Moore was seconded by 
John Cash, and Tyson’s second was Robert 
Carman. ‘the sympatoy and enthusiasm was 
emphatically displayed in favor of Tyson. 

Ine fight was with gloves, and was conducted 
according to the latest rules of the London 
Prize-Ring, as announced by Mr. Edward Han- 
ley, the hero of many ee meetings. 
Moore won first blood, and Tyson showed an 
absence ol wind. He recovered suddenly, and 
gave Moore several body biows that provoked 
apolause from the spectators. The round was 
finished within three miuutes. 

The beginning of the second round exhibited 
two men who were puffing and wiidly swinging 
their arms. Tyson, the light-weight, was 
eheered after sawing the air, and to the utter 
discomfiture of Moore did some Me per gona 
ing. There was 4 sharp struggle, aud it was 
thought that Moore must fall. Moore, how- 
ever, did not loose his legs. At the end of the 
round he was in a coughing fit and was dosed 
with lemons. 

Moore and Tyon were smiling when time was 
called for the third round. There was hard 
pounding, and violent coughing on the part of 
Moore. ‘Tyson foreed the fighting, and Moore 
was beaten until he gasped for breath. The fourth 
round was exciting, and Tyson was furious. 
The crowd of spectators yelled *‘ Take off the 
gloves. The referee said that he would agree 
to that proposition. Tyson nodded an assent, 
but Moore said no.“ In the filth round the 

ugilists became vicious and the blood began to 

ow. When the men were ready for the sixth 
round, Moore took off his shirt and bared his 
breast to the blows of Tyson. The seventh, 
eighth, ninth, and tenth rounds were skillfui at- 
tempts to kili. The excitement became so great 
that the proprietor of the stable fairly begred 
for quiet, fearing the appearance of the Police 
Department. Tyson was covered with 
blood, and Moore was dripping with per- 
spiration, when in the tenth round they 

inched. Tyson, who was worn out, gave up 
the fight. The time was one hour and fifteen 
minutes. The professional attendants at orize- 
fights said that last night’s contest was one of 
the prettiest ever witn by them. 

While the fight was going on a Brooklyn ex- 
Alderman who had been cheering for was 
discovered by an athiete from the Fulton fish- 
market, and the interest in the Tyson-Moore 
contest was summarily diverted for a few min- 
utes towards two other giadiaturs. This side 

ht was a lrawu battle. Then there was a 

id discussion over the result of the Tyson- 
Moore fight and a rough-and-tumble row. It 
was said that Tyson betrayed a la- 
mentavie lack of sense wen he threw 
off his gloves and said: That settles it.” 
He was evidently in good condition, and his 
friends were conudent that he would vanquish 
Moore. He „when very much fatigued: 
„Give the fight to Moore. Tneu, when be was 
upbraided by some of his backers, he declared 
his willingness to resume the fight, but Moore 
insisted on the victory, and the struggle was at 
an end. Tyson’s face was badly swollen and 
biood-stained. Moore’s ment jeye was closed, 
and he waiked feebly — de spectators 
cautiously departed from stable, and the 
Brooklyn police-force never seemed so formida- 
ble tothem. There were three officcrs on the 
nearest street corner. The fighters avowed 
their intention to meet again wi a few days.

THE FIDSLITY. 

The Receiver of the Fidelity Savings Bank 
came in yesterday with his daily petitions. His 
most important desire at present is to enlarge 
the vaults of the safety-deposit department. 
He says that the business of renting boxes in 
the safety-deposit vaults is very prohtable, and 
increasing monthly. Since October last he has 
rented 301 boxes at $5 a year, thirty-nine at $10, 
ten at $15, one at $20, and one at $25 a year, 
making a total increase of $2,090 per annum for 
new patrons. The whole yearly income from 
these vaults is now $17,000, and is still 
on the increase. The demand for the $5 
boxes is 1327 2 than that for any other size, 
and only 106 of them are left unrented. They 
are two and a quarter inches high, four and 
three-quarter inchess wide, and twenty-two 
inches deep, as now constructed, and are not 
built into the vaults but constructed in sections 
of wrought-iron and oF pe in the vaults in 
completed form, handsomely finished. These 
106 boxes will soon be gone. and more will then 
be necessary, and it would burt the business of 
the department not to have boxes to rent when 
wanted. The price for which boxes could be 
made has been 86 each heretofore, but the 
parties who made these have offered to make 
any number more, not less than 500, at $4.75 per 
box, with locks and inner cases as good as 
those in use, the size to be two and 
a quarter inches high, four and three-quarter 
inches wide, and eleven inches deep. The price 
per box would be over $4.75 if less than 500 
were ordered. There is room in the upper 
eastern vault for about 1.000 more boxes, ana 
the Receiver thinks at least 500 more ought to 
be built at once, as they will only add to the 
value of the building and business. 

The Receiver also, with the caution of an old 
line Democrat, wants to know whether he can 
compromise a claim of $12,400 for about $5,292. 
He says that he holds eleven notes for $1,000 
each and one note for $1,400, ali made by James 
Conlan, with 6 per cent interest, and secured by 
trust-deed on the 8. of the N. W. . and 
the 8. W. Mot the N. E. 4 of Sec. 2, 36, 14. 
These premises are valued by the coe at 
$5,292, and were conveyed by J. C. Haines and 
wite, without consideration, to Conlan, the 
real-estate agent of the bank, to be sold. Con- 
Jan is insolvent, and offers to convey the prop- 
erty to the Receiver on having the notes above 
mentioned delivered up to him. No action has 
yet been taken on these petitions.

PICKWICK AVENGED. 


The Alleged Dealings of Mr. Wilcox with 
the Widow Peabody. 


The case of Alfred Wilcox, which was referred 


to in a paragraph a few days ago, seems to have 
some points of interest in it beyond what a 
common case of alleged confidence game could 
possess. On receiving a hint as to the nature 
of the case yesterday, a reporter called on 
Mrs. Peabody, a lady residing at No. 14944 Park 
avenue, and asked her for some facts in the 
case. Mrs. Peabody is a sharp, shrewd person 
to look at, and a widow. On the principle 
that no lady’s age ever passes 35, the reporter 
would estimate that Mrs. Peabody was fully 35. 

On being asked what she knew about Mr. 
Wilcox, Mrs. Peabody said that he came to see 
her at the place where she was living on Madi- 
son street, in the early part of 1877, and intro- 
duced himself as 

CAPT. JAMES BUCKLEY. 

He said he had seen her at the trial of a chattel- 
mortgage case some four mouths before, a 
had taken the liberty of calling on ber, thinking 
he might be of some use to her. He was, be 
explained, a widower whose wife bad been dead 
four years; he had one child (a girl 8 years old), 
and lived,with a housekeeper, at No. Adams 
street. He further explained, said Mrs. Pea- 
body, that he was a regular attendant at Dr. 
Goodwin's Church, a teacher in the Bible 
class, and was regularly present at the 
Wednesday evening prayer-mectings. As 
for business, he was employed in the County 
Building, where he got $108 per month. He was 
at the same time an officer in the Government 
Secret-Service, where he made some money. To 
give Mrs. Peabody an idea of his connections, he 
mentioned that be knew Sheriff Kern and Judge 
Farwell very intimately; could always borrow 
$50 or $100 from either of them on his word, 
and had often borrowed that much or more 
from Judge Farwell. His military prefix he 
took, be said, from his army service in the War 
of the Rebellion. 

Mrs. Peabody, who, by the way, is a lady of 
some means, and lends money as a business, 
was evidently considerably impressed with these 
statements and with the prospect of making 
the acquaintance and friendship of so im- 

rtant a gentieman as Capt. James Buck- 
foe therefore the Captain called on her 
oiten, took her out to ride, and 
made himself generally agreeabie. In March 
Capt. Buckley began what would seem to have 

his real purpose by borrowing some small 
sums of Mrs. Peabody, coming in suddenly and 
in a great hurry to get them, and always having 
some excellent reason why he should have the 
money at once. In this way he gathered in 
about $50 up to April.

SUVAROFF. 


That Libelous Article in the New York Sun. 
New York Bun, Feb. 25. 
THE ADVENTURES OF A PRINCESS. 

The name of Prince Suvaroff is not only one 
of the greatest in Kussia, but isa perfectly fa- 
miliar one throughout the civilized world. The 
present head of the house is a gentleman about 
75 years of age, a general ald-de-camp of the 
Czar, and his most intimate personal friend. 
The family was never particularly rich, but the 
Crown was always most liberal toward its mem- 
bers, and habits of reckless extravagance were 
thus encouraged among them. The old Gen- 
eral has always been heavily in debt, but he 
managed to maintain a fair reputation for prob- 
ity in money transactions. The case of his 
son, a young officer of the Guards, was a aif- 
ferent one. He had scarcely reached the rank 
of Lieutenant when he exhausted al) his 
credit, and, notwithstanding frequent donations 
from bis father and from the Czar, he wae con- 
stantly pursued by his creditors. 

For the sake of escaping from such an annoy- 
ing position, he married a very rich girl, daug 
ter of the well-known millionaire, veky. 
Like the Gunsbures and the Garfunkels, Bazi- 
levsky made his fortune in the fermage, an 
operation which consisted in buying from the 
Government the right of levying the excise on 
whisky through certain portions of the country. 
When the fi system was abolished, Bazi- 
levsky invested already immense fortune in 
Siberian gold-mines, and is said to have increas- 
ed it ten-fold. His lavishness became the won- 
der of Europe, and his Parisian mansion, now 
the home of ex-Queen isabella, was considered, 
some years ago, to be the handsomest private 
dwelling of that city. 

The daughter of this rich plebeian was hand- 
some, her dowry amounted to millions, and the 
young Prince Suvaroff was most happy to se- 
cure ber hand. For a few vears the young 
couple were an object of wonder and Pm 
tion in all the Capitals of Europe. 

All at once a dark cloud came upon them. 
One day, when they were at St. Petersburg, all 
the diamonds of the young Princess suddenly 
disappeared from her dressing-room. An in- 
quiry wes made by the police, and led to the 
unpleasant discovery that the husband was the 
person who had abstracted and pawned them. 
A violent tamily scene took place, but with the 
aid of the old Prince and the old Bazilevsky 
things were so arranged that the pawubroker 
surrendered the jewels on receipt of some cash 
and some well-indorsed promissory notes. 

The diamonds were but a few weeks at home 
w ben the young Prince, being again hard up for 
pocket money, repeated the pawning experi- 
ment. This time the scandal became public, 
and the angry Czar expelled the young Prince 
from the Guards, and sent him to fight the Cir- 
cassians in the Caucasus. 

The Princess left Russia, took up her abode 
in Paris, and was for a number of y togeth- 
er with Princess Rimsky-Korssakoff, the great 
lioness of Paris, of Nice, Monaco, Trouville, and 
any other place where the fast and fashionable 
world happened to be co ting. Her life, 
since her separation from her husband, seems to 
have been a romance in the style of Arsene 
Houssave, and had, according to the Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Truth, the following 
denouement: 

I have endeavored to convey to you one of the 
French meanings attached to the m4 „ un homme 
aimable, A better example than Mare Antony oc- 
curs to me. He is a chapman and commission 
agent, named Delalage, who last summer scraped 
an acquaintance with the Princess Suvaroff at Aix. 
She being short of money for her notei biil, asked 
bim to lend her 12,000 franca, and mentioned to 
him the hours when she wasathome. He called 
on her, and was not received as amiably as he ex- 
pected, though he comported himself with the re- 
serve and delicacy waich a man who had, under 
the circumstances related, become the creditor of 
so great a lady, owedtoher. His only object in 
visiting her was to assure her that his purse was at 
her service. The Princess, in a few lays, quitted 
Aix, and went to Lausanne, when N. Delalage 
again met her. He ed for the 12, 000 
fratica. She wrote to him to logize for non- 
payment, and alleged that her affairs had been de- 
ranged by the war. Other correspondence and an- 
other loan followed. Promise of gracious civility 
was given in the Princess’ manner before she drew 
the money; bat when Delalage renewed his calls 
the servants were instructed to treat him as an im- 
portunate dun. Finally, the Princess emigrated to 
America. M. Delalage wrote to mother, the 
rich Madame Bazileveky, who resides at St. Peters- 
burg in winter, and at Orienbaum in summer. No 
answer being returned, he brought hie grievance 
before the Civil Tribunal. The letters the illus- 
trious debtor wrote at Lausanne were read in court. 
This small vengeance was the only satisfaction the 
amiable M. Delalage obtained. Ou ii n'y a rien, 
le Roi perd ses droits. The smart Princess had 
made over all her seizable property in France to a 
teluttve in the enjoyment of her confidence. 

The Princess is now at the Windsor Hotel, in 
this city. She has gone comparatively little 
into society, although ber friends have pressed 
her to do so. At the Charity Ball she engaged 
ove of the proscenium boxes and made every 
preparation for coming, but was prevented by 
a sudden attack of illness. At the Lrederkranz 
masquerade at the Academy of Musie ber mag- 
nificent diamonds attracted general attention. 
Her friends deny the report of her — 
from her busband, and say that the latter is 
still with the army in Turkey, The statements 
in regard to her financial difficulties in France 
are also contradicted. 

The Princess is about 40 years of age, and of 
commanding presence. Her complexion isa 
pale blonde. She lives very quietly at the 
Windsor, and, though frequently invited to 
mingle more in the social life of upper ten- 
dom, has so far confined her visits to her inti- 
mate friends. She does not expect to remain 
in America more than a few weeks longer, 
and would have sailed tor home sooner but 
for the tempestuous weather. The Princess is 
accompanied by her nephew, the Count Kalou- 
vrat. 


HAZING AT PRINCETON COLLEGE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Princeton, N. J., Feb. 25.—The Eastern 
press has made public such highly-colored ver- 
sions of the recent troubles at Princeton that 
justice demands an accurate statement of facts, 
by which the extent of the disorder may be 
known, and the action of the Faculty regarding 
it. On the night of Feb. 13 seven Sophomores 
‘*hazed’’ one Freshman, inflicting various indig- 
nities upon him. This hazing was done in vio- 
lation of college usage, by which college pranks 
are generally confined to the first term of each 
year; the man hazed was not physically power- 
ful; he was quiet and inoffensive, and had re- 
cently lost his father; he is not wealthy. Under 
these circumstances, some members of the 
Freshman ciass resolved to revenge what they 
deemed a cowardly act, and one not legal by 
college custom. A party of their strongest 
and most resolute men, accordingly, on the 
night of the 18th, entered the room of Carter 
and Atterbury, two Sovhomores rooming on 
Nassau street, and proceeded to haze them, 
leaviug them bound with ropes. The captives 
su ed in freeing themselves, aud opened. 
fire on their assailants from the building, also 
pursuing them up the street, firing as they 
went. When the Freshmen realized that they 
were ex to pistol shots, they returned the 
fire, and Atterbury was shot through the groin. 
The Sophomores claim to have fired blank car- 
tridges; the Freshmen had no means of know- 
ing this. The Freshmen, as soon as they had 
committed the offense, were persuaded to lay 
the whole matter before the Faculty; for the 
two acts of hazing mentioned five Sophomores 
and ten Freshmen were dismissed. On the af- 
ternoon of the 2th, the dismissed Freshmen 
were pursued to Princet@ Junction, on the 
main line of the Pennsylvania Railroad, bv be- 
tween fifty and sixt phomores, determined 
to chastise them. The college Proctor, hearing 
of their intention, assembled the: Freshmen in a 
waiting-room, and, standing at the door, over- 
awed the mob. By his coolness and strength 
he succeeded in placing them on the train, and 
they left in safety. The conduct of the Sopho- 
more class was riotous and cowardly in the ex- 
treme; for this offense thirty of their number 
were sent home by the Faculty. 

The primary responsibjity and blame of the 
whole affair rests with the seven Sophomores; 
the ten Freshmen were strongly provoked to 
their act of disorder. The classes naturally 
sided with their men, the Sophomores going to

Three Years in the Penitentiary for No Crime 
A Couple of Pardons by the Governor. 


history of the wrongful conviction and sentence 
of an innocent man bas lately developed iteelf. 

About Sept. 1, 1874, one Alexander Arnoid, 
a young man upon whom, to some extent, de- 
volved the support of his mother and sister, 
removed them from Shelbyville to ; 
in this State. On the night of Sept. 4, 1874, a 
team of horses belonging to H. H. Huels, who 
lives a mile east of Effingham, was stolen. 
The day prior to the stealing, three per-

Arnold in the vicinity, strolling about without 
apparent business. On the the 
stealing, a man who looked like A was 
seen driving the team in the north part of 
Fayette County.

He made 
some inquiries of the Sheriff &bout the roads, 
and passed on. Arnold was not to be found m

About the middle of the following week 
Arnold appeared in Effingham, and was immedi- 
ately arrested. He protested his innocence, 
and insisted that he had lelt ham bo- 
tore the crime was committed, bad not 
been in the place till the day of his return 
and arrest. He gave a somewhat contradictory 
account of his wanderings, but was positive as

fort was made by his counsel to obtain the wit- 
nesses to prove it. The case was evidently mis- 
erably defended, counsel probably relying upon 
the 73 of the prosecution to fix the crime 
upon Arnold. The prisoner’s mother and sister 
testitied that he had not veep in Effingham for 
some days before and after the stealing, or they 
would have known it. Of course this was a sort 
of negative testimony, andgthis, as well as 
Arnoid's own statement, was disregarded by 
the jury. Arnold was convict and, as his 
— record had not been entirely spotle 
e was sentenced to nine years’ imprisonmen 

at Joliet. 

A few months later his sister visited Macoupin 
County, and obtained the affidavits of several 
citizens, stating that Arnold was, on the 4th, 
5th, and 6th, working for John Fogarty, a farmer 
living two miles north of Dorchester, in that 
county. These affidavits, with a petition for 
Arnold's pardon, were presented to Gov. Bey- 
cridge, but he declined interference with the 
action of the jury on the proofs presented. 
Arnold’s mother and sister removed to Indiana, 
and, on Gov. Cullom's accession to office, they 
renewed their earnest request for Arnold’s par- 
don to bim. He also lined taking action, 
until James C. Allen, the Judge who 
sentenced Arnold, addressed him a per- 
sonal letter stating that, if the Macoupin 
County affidavits were reliable, Arnold should 
be pardoned. ‘This letter induced the Governor 
to send a confidential agent to Dorchester to 
investigate the circumstances. The agent made 
an investigation, atid made a report to the Gov- 
ernor a few weeks ago. He found everything 
stated in the affidavits to be true; that the per- 
sons making the affidavits were of good charac- 
ter and standing, and, frum many circum- 
stances, found asa matter of fact that Arnold 
could not by any possibility have stolen the 
team; that he began working for John Fogarty 
on the day before the horses were stolen; that 
he slept that nicht with Fogarty’s son; and 
that be worked there until Saturday night. 
The these dates, after three 
years, was found, first, at the mill 
where the sacks provided Fogarty in which to 
put his thresned wheat were charged to him as 
of that date; and, the account of the 
owners of the threshing-machine, showing when 
they threshed Fagarty’s wheat. These were 
corroborated by the fact that Arnold’s where- 
abouts for the two or three weeks prior to the 
stealing were well known, and the fact that the 
following week he was arres and has ever 
since been in custody, so that all the proof and 
circumstances show his statement to have been 
true. On receiving this report, the Governor 
required the usual notice of application for par- 
don to be published, and, the time uired 
having elapsed without protest or tion, 
he yesterday forwarded Arnold’s pardon to 
Joliet, and he is now a free man. 

The Governor also vesterday pardoned Charles 
Tice, who in 1875, whet 17 years-old, was con- 
victed in Shelby County of rade upon a notori- 
ous prostitute. Tice at the time of trial was on 
bail, and while the jury was out he left. In 
June he was rearrested, held in jail till October 
last, when he was sentenced and taken to Joli- 
et. Tice was one of four young fellows engaged 
in the offense. One rau away at once, one was 
acquitted, and Tice, with the fourth one, was 
convicted. Tice had fled, but the other one was 
sent to Joliet in 1875, but, on earnest repre- 
sentations of leading citizens of Shelby County, 
he was soon pardoned by Gov. Beveridge. In 
1876 the other runaway returned, 3 trial, 
and was acquitted on proof that the woman 
consented to the act; so that, of four, Tice 
alone remained to punish. The proof was so 
questionable as to ite being really an act of rape, 
that all the leading citizens of Shelby County, 
including such men as Judge Authony Thorn- 
ton, the Hon. 8. W. Moulton, George D. Chaf- 
fee, George R. Wendling, the State’s Atterney, 
etc., urged Gov. Cullom as an act of justice to 


pardon him.

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GAGE’S BONDSMEN. 
WITNESSES FOR THE DEFENSE. 


The Gage case was up again yesterday morning 
before Judge Rogers, and, despite the inherent 
tediousness of the testimony, attracted the usual 


number of hangers-on. 

Jonn Moody, Deputy City-Clerk, was put on the 
stand and shown the oath of office signed by David 
A. Gage, whose signature he identified as genuine. 
The Council proceedings for 1870-71, 1871-72, 
1872-78, and particalarly those of Nov. 20, 1871, 
showing that the votes were canvassed and Mr. 
Gage declared elected City Treasurer, were pro- 
duced and identified. RE 

Charles T. Hotchkiss, ex-City-Clerk, ‘identified 
his own signature and that of Mr. Gage to the oath 
of office. He also identified the bond, but that 
paper had been changed since he saw it. Then it 
was not entirely filled up. In fact, he didn’t recol- 
lect that there was any writing over the signa- 
tures. When it was presented to him, Mr. 
Gage asked him to fix up the bond and present it 
to the Council that night. Witness suggested tak- 
ing the r to the Law Department, and he aod 
Mr. e so. He believed the bond was filled 
e handwriting of Mr. Clyde. Mr. Tuley's 
He presented the bond to the Council 
on the 8th of January, and he believed that Mr. 
Clyde brought it — filled up as it now was. The 
letters O. K., M. F. T., on the left-hand cor- 
ner, were written there while the bond was in Mr. 
Tutey's office. 

On cfosse-examination by Mr. Smith, witness 
stated that he was pretty sure the bond wasn't 
filled owt in Mr. Tuley’s handwriting. After be- 
ing filled out, he canceled the revenue stamp. He 
was present at the Council meeting when the bond 
was approved, Jan. 8, 1872, but didn’t recollect 
whetherGage was there or not.

He 
next saw the bond Dec. 11. He went to Hotch- 
kiss’ office in the morning, told him the Comp- 
troller had fixed the amount to be filled in, 
and asked him to fll it up and present it to 
the Council that night. Hotehkiess said that was 
the duty of the Corporation Counsel, to whose 
office they both went. Mr. Tully was not there, 
but Mr. Clyde was. Witness told Clyde the 
amount was $1,000,000, went out to find Tally, 
but didn't succeed that day, and supposed Clyde 
filleditup. Witness saw Tully next day. The 
bond had been presented the night before to the 
Council, and Mr. Tully asked if it was signed in 
blank. Witness said it was, and Mr. Tully said it 
wasn’t worth anything until the sureties acknowl- 

edged their signatures. 

Mr. Campbell asked witness to state whether the 
balance of some $544, 000 was in his hands, as Mr. 
Bridgman testified, when he left the office. 

Mr. Smith objected. This question as to the 
effect of this record was a serious one in the case. 

The Court said he supposed it was one of the 
main questions at issue. N 

Mr. smith remarked that there was a good deal 
of law on the subject. The point was whetaer this 
balance made these funds, in contemplation of law, 
inthe hands of the Treasurer, 60 as to make the 
bond cover that amount as well as the subsequent 
receipts. Of course it was a mere fiction to pre- 
tend that the funds were actually in the bands of 
the Treasuror. This was the exact question at 
issue. which he was prepared to discuss any time. 

The Court decided to hear the argument, which 
proved to be quite as long and tedious as any yet 
made during the pragress of the case. Mr. Smith's 
position was, in brick, that the monthly and yearly 
Treasury balances were, in contemplation of law, 
in the hands of the Treasurer, aud that the bonds- 
men insured the public against the losses of these 
balances, through defalcation or otherwise, noch- 
ing but the act of God ora public enemy being 
sufficient to excuse a failure to produce these 
batances when required. To sustain this position 
av unusually large batch of authorities was cited. 
At ten minutes to 5 Mr. Smith had not concluded 
his argument, but furnished counsel with the cases 
he proposed to quote in continuing his remarks this 
morning. The court then adjoarned until that 


time.

THE TAMMANY CROWD. 

Just twenty-three members of the great Un- 
washed Tammany faction of the Democratic party 
of Cook County held aa irregular mecting in the 
reading-room of the Palmer House last evening. 

J. R. Doolittle, Jr., informed the meeting that 
the action of the State Central Committee 
in designating the llth of April for the 
holding of the Democratic Convention, —which 
was about four or five months earlier than usual, — 
made it necessary for early action on the part of 
the Cook County Democracy.
